I repeal, we have seen a little handful or radicals, bv
their boidueas, persistency and foit'«, persuade, cujolo

radical reconitruction which seeks to disfranchise the

despotism. While disfranchisement and negro doraina-
non was the idea which inspired and provoked t»e
riot at New Orloaits. It ha* arrayed everywhere
the blacks and whiten in hostility to each other,
often resulting in bio. dslied, all over the Smith. It
tends directly to .bring on that war of races which in the
Wesi Indie* enacted soenee of horror to sickeu and ap pal
the world. That war in now impending over all me
ifouifc.ii i« only the presence or tue federal army which
prevent* it* outbreak upon a gigantic scale- -a war
which, once began, will end, 1 fear, in the exile or ex-
termination ol the black* ftow the Potomac to ihe Hie
Gran-ie. I know the Komitor from Ohio (Mr Wadn), In

Ihe negroes,
under the lutila^e ol' the Kreedmeu's Bureau, lod hy
radical emis-artes, or pushed by federal bayonets, must
lake the political control of these 8»ates in order to
obtain their votes in tto Electoral College or in the
Ifcmso of Representatives in the election of the next
Presidont. Hore is a reason, and just inch a reason as
the bold radical would give. H is In keeping with his
revolutionary measures, and in keeping with his own
revolutionary bintory.

that a majority in the Northern and Western Stales is
